MUSEU^I, AJMER, FOR THE YEAR ENDING 3l»x MARCH, 1040. 

1. ^D>^AOEilE^^T.—During the year under report B, J. K. Hullowea, 
Bsquiru, C.I.E., I.C.S., Comiuittsbrier, Ajmer-Murware. held the Offiw of the 
Freaidcnt of the Working Committea of tlio Rajputana Muea^um, Ajmer, 

A tnecting of the Coinmittee waa held on the 10th faeptcjubefj 1930, for the 
tramaaction of yearly routine work, 

The Mu.seuni was iuspected by J, H. S. VV'addington, Esquire, Officer 
for Rajputana and Central India Circle of the Aroh«eologteal ^5u^vey of India. 
He laid partieulnr stress upon correct Jabelling and proper regidtratioii of 
antiquities without which an exhibit loses inucli of ite importance, 

a, MvaEinu activities —In all the varied activities of the Museum the 
year 1039-40 has been erne of steady progress, Attempts were made further 
to develop its diRerent sections by the weeding-out of redundant Bpecimena 
and better placing of interesting eshilits. In the wealem facade of the central 
building were exhibited a few arehitcetural pieres consisting of old pillar*, 
finely sculptured doof.jamb {Plate III}, toninas, Anialakas and various other 
ornaments carvings. As there were Ter3" few Buddhist antiquities in the 
Rajputana Museum, two ititcresting atone iniages of Gautama Buddha wem 
acquired from .Sarnath, Distriet Benares, and displayed in the north-ea^ 
comer room of the main building. A few bronite images lying very badly 
corroded were chcmicallv treated and made suitable for exhibition. One of 
tlieni (assignable to about I2th century A.D.) re>preeenta a standing image of 
Buddha (Pjate V) with the right hand raised in the attitude of oSbring pro¬ 
tection (flftAopa). In the coin acetioa the punch-marked coins, representing 
the earliest known ooinage of India, wore chemically treated {Plate iVj and 
re-arranged. The lend coins in the Museum showed sigua of gradual decay. 
Therefore, as advised by the Ardueologicftl Chemi.Hl in India, they were re- 
moved from their wooden eabinet to prevent any further deterioration and 
after necessary treatment were put into a uietallic cabinet in which lead 
generally remains unaffected and better preserved. 

With the pcitniMion of the President of the Working Committee a note 
on the Rajputana Museum was pnbUsbed in some newspapers with a view to 
arimulate more public intereat in this institution. To encourage the students 
to make better use of the .^luHctmi for cdueational purposes an desired by the 
Government, nntices regarding it were cireuIatMl to the important schools 
and in Ajticn.'r-ML"nvttra- 

3. VisiToas.—Dwrine under r^jport His ExceWency the Marque^ei 

of Linlithgow, iho 'Vicerov arid GovenMir-Cenerel of India, was gradoualy 
pleased to pay a visit to iho Museum and the main gat* of the Mughal Fort 
(Plate 1). The Curator acted as guide telling Rta F^xccHeney the story of 
Six Thomas Roe’s visit to Emperor Jahangir, and ahm toiA him round ihe 
moot jiMpoitant aeotiotia of the Museum which im saw with interest. 

The number of visitors to the Museum showed an increase this year 
probably due to the setting apart of every Tuesday speeiariy for students, 
There were 12,014 vUltora giving a monthly average of 1.001 against BOi iaai 
vear. Among notable viaitora mention may be mode of Dr. Kramriseh of 
thn Univepijly of Calcutta, Licutenant-Coloml Shepiianl, Major F. J. Edlmatm. 
and Mr, M- A. Shakiir of the Feehawar Museum,

Under GovMment oinders (ride No. 1054/3D3-A^37, dated the 20tb June, 
1^30^, from the Secretary to the Hon'ble the Chief CommisBioner of Ajmer- 
Merwara) the Curator was deputed to the Central Asian Antiquities Museum^ 
New Delhip for a course of praetieal traming in the proper pieservatian of the 
museum exhibits. He worked there in the Chemical Laboratory for a period 
of about one month.

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(C) Cfliws.—The Slustiini'a coDection of coijir was enmhed by the addi* 
tion of 7 uold, 34 silver, 53 copper and 7 billon coins during the year under 
review. The detaiLs of these 10i new picccA are given in the list at Appi?ndix 
C, Only a set of 17 copper foioe of the Kiishan kiugs Kadpbiflca 11, Kariwhift 
and Huvishka deserves EjieeiBl notice here, Tiieso coins were found ni a 
vUlage called Arwi, IMiitrict Barn Bank! and the GovurnHicnt of the GnjU'd 
Provinces, being specially requested on lifbalf of the Rajput,™ Mnseum, 
presented them. As this Muecum had a very poor collection of the Kush an 
coiiiB. the acquisition of these 17 important types will be of interc^ to visitors. 
The revetse side of many of-these issues shows an effigy of a deity such bb 
6iva, wind .god, sun-god, moon-god, etc., with Indian, Irani an and 
names. It reallv bears witness to the fact tliat even inspite of their active 
patMnage of Buddbt'.m. both Kanishka and Huvishka hod regard for vanoua 
deities of other pantheons which occur on the reverse aide of their coins. 

Another interesting copper coin of Huvishka was acquired from a place 
called Pisangan which is about 20 miles to the west of Ajmer city. In this 
coin the Kushon monarch is represented as ritling on an elephant to ngbt^ 
While on its revi rse occurs an effigy of twi>.ami«d Siva standing to Mt with 
a long trident in his right hand and gourd in the left. As Huvishka a reign 
torminated about 138 A.B., the isiiue of thiafeoin, discovorttd atPiiiangan, can 
be safely assigned to the first half of the 2iid century A.l>. 

(D) rihranji,—Tlic number of new books, including periodicals added to 
the Museum Library waa lib of which as many aa 43 were received as presents 
(vide Appendix D).' In view of the Mtiseum’s very limited funds, eomc authora 
were approached to make froo presentation of their publicatioiiB or to sail 
them at a concessional rate. As there was a good response, a portion of the 
annual allotmeiit for the purrliftse of books could be saved. 

g jTj^jixcE—An account of receipts and expenditure for the year under 
report b given in Appendix E- In addition to the Government gf"** “f 
Rs. 3,438-4*9 pies, contributions amounting to Rs- 585 were received from tho 
three Municipalities of Ajmer, Beawor, and Kckn; and Rs, 240 from the 
District Board of Ajmer-Herwara.
